WASHINGTON.—Tte Army will 
accept applications for extended 
active duty from more than 2000 
Reserve officers during the 12 
months beginning July 1 

“Most of those to be recalled 
under the voluntary program will 
be in the lower grades. A number 
of limits on eligibility are listed 
in DA Cireular 135-18, which an- 
nounced the program. 


Army officials. pointed out that 
enlisted men who hold Reserve 
commissions and have never 
served on active duty as officers 
will be eligible under the circular. 
Two groups are generally need- 
ed by the Army—“critical tech- 
nical specialists,” and officers from 
nine of the arms and services. In 
the latter group, grade is an im-

Those applying and accepted will 
be ordered to extended active duty 
for indefinite periods. Specialists 
may be appointed in grades of 
lieutenant through lieutenant 
colonel.

WASHINGTON. — The 
Dependent Medical Care bill 


.| appeared close to final passage 


this week as House and Senate 
managers agreed to a compromise 
version of the bill. F 
Under the new version, a service- 
man whose dependents get care at 
civilian facilities will pay ~ either 
$25 or the daily subsistence rate in 
Defense facilities, whichever is 
greater. 


This means if a man’s depend- 
ents are in the hospital-more than 
two weeks he pays the same 
amount he would pay for care at 
Defense facilities—at present $1.75 
a day. If they are in less than two 
weeks he pays at least $25. 


House mamagers originally 
wanted a $25 maximum for 


‘| civilian care. They gave in when 


it was shown that the great ma- 
jority of ho ed dependents 
stay in for less than two weeks— 
an average of about six days per 


_| patient. 


This means most will be paying 
a flat $25, avoiding heavy adminis- 
trative cost, and those who stay 
long will be paying the same as in 
Defense facilities. 

Here are the other provisions in 
what would appear to be the final 
version of the medical care bill: 

® The care to be provided under 
an insurance plan at civilian fa- 
cilities, for wives and children, is 
to include these minimums: semi- 
private accommodations for one 
year; complete maternity care, 
medical and surgical care incident 
to hospitalization, diagnostic tests 
and x-rays and doctor’s care before

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KEY to the reduction of roughly

reduction in servicé credit, the 
Army is consideriag raising the 
basic age from 25.40 27 in giving 
constructive credit. 

By this action, the number of 
Officers who can be given credit 
for more than 16 years’ service as 
of July 1, 1958, is reduced so that 
the Army will not be able to give 
commissions as permanent colonel, 
lieutenant colonel and major to the 
2500 officers ahead of the “16-year 
hump” as planned. 

Under its original plans, the 
Army proposed to give Regular 
status to 60 es permanent colonel, 
to 1600 as. lieutenant colonel, to 
1250 as major, to 2450 as captain, 
to 1440 as first lieutenant, and 450 
as second lieutenant.

It says it must be brought up 
to standard or demolished within 
three years. No exceptions would 
be permitted as the bill is now 
drafted. 

Rear Adm. E, B. McKinney of 
the Navy Shore Station Develop- 
ment Board, speaking for the De- 
partment Defense on the bill, 
said it might not be possible to 
take care of these houses in three 
years. 

“And we can’t put people out on 
the street,” he added. 

Committee members said lhe 
could come back and ask for more 
time in a later law, if necessary. 
They are afraid that low-rent, sub- 
standard housing will ‘become 
popular and the services will tend 
to keep it.

FORT BRAGG, N. C. — The 
longest cross-country flight in the 
history of the 580th Helicopter Co.

43 New Quarters 
Started at Yuma 


YUMA TEST STATION, Ariz. — 
Ground-breaking for 43 family 
housing units began here recently. 

The new homes when completed 
will vary from one-bedroom to 
three bedroom units. They will be 
of frame-stucco construction, -in- 
sulated throughout, and will be air- 
conditioned by refrigeration. 

The work will include laying of 
streets, driveways, and building 
storage and outside living facilities 
to include redwood fencing. Elec- 
tric ranges will be provided in each 
house. 

A Yuma -construction firm won 
a contract for building the houses 
at the Test Station for approxi- 
mately three-quarters of a million 
dollars, 

Since some of the units are 
duplexes, there will be 38 separate 
structures in all. 

When this development is com- 
pleted it will complement perma- 
nent family housing in the im- 
mediate vicinity.

tbe PROBLEM of service housing (or the lack of it), 
which seems recurrently to come to the fore through the 
years, last week got a hearing before the best of all possible 
tribunals—the House Armed Services committee, The Army 
has Maj. Gen. Joseph H. Harper Jr. to thank for presenting 
a case which, while concerned only with the situation in the 
Fort Benning, Ga., area, is probably typical of Army posts 
throughout the U. S. 


Gen. Harper, who is just ending a tour as Benning com- 
mander, was in Washington to ask for an allotment of 1000 
housing units to be built under the Capehart Housing Act at 
Benning. He was fighting mad as he told the committee of 
the opposition the Army was getting from local real estate in- 
terests in its attempt to get Capeharts. Such housing, it ap- 
pears is not welcomed by dealers operating in a booming and 
unrestricted market. And the committee was visibly im- 
pressed by the scores of photographs presented as evidence 
by Gen. Harper, showing what he called the “horror” housing 
service people were being forced to live in by the operators’ 
gouging practices. (See story on page 1, pictures.on page 4.) 


At the core of these practices is the philosophy: Don’t 
rent houses to soldiers. Make ’em buy. If the soldier won’t 
buy a home, or cannot afford to, then the communities around 
Benning offer for rent some of the sleaziest tumbledown 
shacks you ever saw. 

Gen. Harper told of a Saturday afternoon mass meeting 
he had organized in the Benning stadium to try to convince 
local real estate people that the troops were not getting a fair 
deal. Sixty men there said they had. been forced to rent quar- 
ters with “Chic Sale” plumbing. A couple of hundred claimed 
their quarters were so crowded they could not keep children 
over 10 segregated by sexes. There were 4655 soldiers at the 
meeting. To the goomens “Do you want Capehart housing 
at Benning?” 4053 stood up to say ‘yes.’ 

Apparently unimpressed by this, or by the photos offered 
in evidence, was Robert Elliott, who attended the Congres- 
sional hearing as spokesman for the local real estate board. 
He told the committee that “if anybody lives in shacks like 

- that, they do it by choice.” : 

The alternative? Buy a house. Gen. Harper offered as 
typical the case of his driver, who got involyed in the house- 
buying system. . 

“He went down to buy a house,” the general said, “and 
they told him it would be a $250 down payment, a $500 loan 
charge—and $65 a month for 30 years.” No head for mathe- 
matics is needed to perceive that the ultimate cost of the 
dwelling in this case bears no relation to its stated price. 

Noteworthy is the fact that the committee chairman, 
Rep. Carl Vinson (D., Ga.) didn’t defend the practices of his 
fellow Georgians at the hearing. “They are building a lot of 
nice little houses down there,” he said, “but you can’t rent 
one to save your neck. You’ve got to buy.”

Another offered 147 lots at $3600 to’$4500 
each. Numerous other ads offered an unstated number of 
homes and sites for sale. 

Small wonder the real estate people are reluctant to see 
1000 reasonabl, -priced Capeharts dropped into their little 
puddle of pure gold.

Marine Training 


COLUMBIA, S. C.—The U. §S. 
Marine Corps can continue to 
transmit the character and esprit 
de corps from past generation to 
new recruit today and the job is 
no tougher in this age of softer 
living and the lure of civilian pros- 
perity. 

The system of training, condi- 
tioning, and disciplining now is 
under intensive scrutiny because 
a drill instructor was not properly 
trained at Parris Island boot camp. 
The flaw in the system is not due 
to the shortage of experienced and 
mature sergeants and the scope of 
authority permitted them. The 
flaw is that the Marine Corps 
failed to train drill sergeants suffi- 
ciently in their responsibilities. 
They should be made to realize 
their responsibilities rather than 
their authority. They should be 
made to realize that the chevrons 
on their sleeves do not represent 
authority but responsibility — see 
that the members of their squad 
or platoon are fed before they are 
bedded down. 

This does not mean that the drill 
instructor has to be a molly-coddle. 
Obedience can be expected from 
trainees or recruits, provided the 
drill instructors possess positive 
traits of character and take proper 
care of the members of their 
squads or platoons instead of ex- 
ercising authority over them by 
fear, selfishness and other negative 
traits of character. 

Another flaw in the system is in- 
adequate conditioning, and disci- 
pling trainees and recruits. The 
following subjects should be given 
a higher priority in the training 
schedule and in the order named: 

® Orderly conduct and courtesy. 

® Watermanship. ; 

© Hygiene and preventive medi- 
cine.

If drill instructors take care of 
their trainees and recruits before 
they take care of themselves, they 
are practically assured of success 
and will be respected, treated 
loyally, trusted, and receive the 
confidence of those for whom they 
are responsible — not those over 
whom they have authority.

who have lost all hope of. ever 
attaining that pinnacle of enlisted 
status, the master sergeant. 

And while the grade of SFC 
presupposes the possibility of pro- 
motion to that pinnacle, thousands 
of us perennial second-graders 
have been shocked into the reali- 
zation that we may do “our 20, or 
even 30,” without ever attaining 
the cherished top goal.

When the yofing conscript is 
called up at age 18 or there- 
abouts, he goes on active service 
for at least two years — some- 
times longer. Then he passes to 
a unit of the first-line reserve, 
which is called up at once on 
mobilization and provides imme- 
diate support for the active 
forces, to bring it up te full 
strength when the call comes.

Atom Plant to Test 
Food Preservation 


NEW YORK.—The Army is planning to adaft atomic 





A pilot plant for research on 
nuclear radiation.of food will go 
into operation by October 1958, 
according to Maj. Gen, Alfred B. 
Denniston, Deputy Quartermaster 
General. Denniston made the an- 
nouncement at the 40th annual 
meeting of the National Industrial 
Conference Board here. 


The general explained that if the 
research proves successful it will 
revolutionize food distribution 
throughout the world. He noted 
that it should be possible to keep 
irradiated perishables without re- 
frigeration for relatively long peri- 
ods of time. This means the prob- 
lems of food distribution in areas 


lacking adequate refrigeration 
would be drastically reduced. 
- * ~ 


THE ARMY’S projected plant 
will have a peak of 1000 tons of 
food a month. It will house the 
world’s first reactor specifically 
built for the production of gamma 
rays. It will also house a generator 
which will produce more electrons 
per unit time than any other in 
existence, according to Denniston. 

“It will be several years before 
we can say with complete assur-

ess is commercially feasible,” he 
cautioned. “At the moment, how- 
ever, the prospects look very 
bright.” 

The QM official said the Army’s 
research in this field was being 
carried out by private companies 
and nonprofit foundations under 
contract to the Quartermaster 
Corps. 

Researchers are hopifig that 
eventually, irradiation will reduce 
food losses during storage, sim- 
plify food preparation, aid the 
tenderizing of meats, and expand 
the market for foods. 

“This facility will be an import- 
ant milestone in the research to- 
ward adapting atomic energy to the 
improvement of the food market- 
ing system,” declared Denniston.

Korea Awards 
Time Extended 


WASHINGTON — Defense De- 
partment would have an additional 
year to make decorations for 
heroism in Korea, under a bill 
that passed the Senate this week. 

The bill only extends the timé 
for making such awards. It doesn’t 
ellow new recommendations for 
medals. Recommendations must 
already have been made before 
the bill is passed. 

The awards would be for action 
between June 27, 1950 and June 
27, 1953. ° 

Present law puts a time limit 
on decorations. For the Army 
end Air Force, a recommendation 
must be made within two years 
after the action and the award 
made within three years. 

The bill was introduced by Sen. 
Russell Long (D. La.) and grew 
out of the ease of Army Lt. Col. 
John Upshur Dennis Page, who 
died heroically in Korea in Decem- 
ber, 1950. Page received the Navy 
Cross from the Marine Corps. He 
may get: the Medal of Honor if 
the present bill goes through.

I am fully aware that only the 
highest caliber of personnel shoyld 
be nominated and/or selected for 
these assignments because the 
actions of these few individuals 
certainly influence the thoughts of 
foreign nationals about our coun- 
try. But it is my considered opin- 
ion: that somewhere in the whole 
U. S. Army there are esogee a 
few Negro master sergeants, SFCs 
and/or sergeants who possess some 
of the desired and required pre- 
requisites to be assigned to these 

ons. 

Granted although there is noth- 
ing in the aforementioned regula- 
tions which precludes Negroes 
from submitting their applications 
but almost invariably none are se- 
lected or nominated. I know of 
only one here in the last two years 
and that was a recent assignment 
to Liberia. 

I have observed that when nomi- 
nations are asked for by DA and 
assignments are given, there is 
almost always the following re- 
quest made: “1 EM, Grade 
Race Caucasian for assignment to 
MAGG. Turkey, .MAGG, Japan, 
MAGG Saudi Arabia.” 

I am aware that in some of these 
countries where military missions 
operate prior agreements must be 
concluded by our Department of 
State, and in some of these agree- 
ments there may be certain stipu- 
lations relative to the presence of 
Negro troops, such as in Iceland, 
and Greenland. 

I firmly believe that a serious 
mistake is being made by the Army 
by not assigning at least one Negro 
to these type units in countries 
where the population is predomi- 
nantly of the darker race-such as 
Indo-China, Saigon, Viet. Nam, 
Ethiopia, etc. I believe that in 

ite of the thousands of American 

ollars we spend annually for for- 
eign aid to these countries we 
could certainly ring ‘a loud bell for 
democracy by assigning an Ameri- 
can Negro soldier as a qualified 
instructor for our equipment. — 
We would-also present a living 
example that America is a land o 
opportunity for all. which would 
certainly refute any false allega- 
tions they may now believe about 
our country. i

Textile Fight 


GREENVILLE, Miss.:. I have 

noticed in a recent edition of your 
paper under a Washington. date 
line which reads, Japanese Tex- 
tiles: “While the President and the 
State Department, not to mention 
the U. S. Treasury, are breaking 
their necks trying to make friends 
and influence nations, the  sover- 
eign state of South Carolina has 
started a Southern boycott of Jap- 
anese textiles that is worrying the 
government and has started offi- 
cial protest from Tokyo.” This 
statement is as inaccurate as it is 
misleading. 
What the state of Carolina is 
doing is a matter of self-preserva- 
tion for the textile interest and the 
economic welfare of the hundreds 
of thousands of men and women 
who make their livelihood therein. 
The textile interests of Carolina 
are in the same boat with those of 
Georgia, Massachusetts, Maine and 
every other state in the Union 
which has cotton mills. 

Under the G. A. T. T. agreement, 
our State Department. has waived 
protection against imports of goods 
for foreign nations. By this action, 
presumably to fight Communism 
and win friends, it now permits the 
un-restricted import of cottom 
goods into the United States: * 

It is to be noted that under the 
present surplus sales program of 
government cotton, Japanese mills 
are permitted to buy government 
stocks of cotton, prices ranging 
from five to 10 cents per pound 
under the price which our domestic 
mills are permitted to buy. 

In the case of Japan, with its low 
wage scale and their modern ma- 
chinery which we have practically 
given to them, they are able to 
manufacture this cotton into cot- 
ton goods dnd ship it into the 
United States and considerably 
undersell our domestic mills who 
adhere to a dollér an hour mini- 
mum wage,

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Medical School Plans — 


FORT SAM HOUSTON, 
courses for enlisted personnel, given at skill levels not previ- 
ously available, will begin at the Army Medical Service 
School next July, Brig. Gen. Elbert DeCoursey, school com- 
mandant, announced at Brooke Army Medical Center. 


Advanced instruction will be ‘of- 
fered for specialists in neuropsy- 
chiatric, dental laboratory, dental 
assistant, preventive medicine, 
food inspection, medical aidman, 
and X-ray techniques. 

In eddition, for the first time 
a ‘course will be available for 
medical supply specialists. The 
Army Medical Service moncom- 
missioned officer course and the 
orthopedic specialist course are 
being offéred for the first time 
in more than a year. 

Completion of *the advanced 
courses prepares the students to 
gssume more. responsibility in 
highly technical fields, and to be 
instructors. Before entering these 
courses, students must have com- 
pleted lower level specialized 
training and have had on-the-job 
experience for one of two years. 
Most subjects cover 20 to 24 
weeks. , 

Neuropsychiatric Students 
will be trained to be ward 
masters on open and_ closed 
neuropsychiatric wards and neu- 
rogical wards, and to instruct non- 
professional personnel in caring 
for patients. The last 12 weeks of 
the course will be clinical experi- 
efice, under supervision, at an 
Army hospital. Nursing proced- 
ures, psychiatric theories, and an 
orientation to the social welfare 
needs of the patient are given in 
the course. 

Instruction in the two edvancéd 
dental courses will include the 
use of training aids, principles and 
techniques of teaching, and plan- 
ning workloads; as well as prob- 
lems in administration and supply 
which are peculiar to the dentzl 
service. 

Dental laboratory techniques 
will include advanced training in 
crown and bridge procedures; 
construction and repair of pros- 
thetic appliances and complete 
mouth rehabilitation. 

The dental assistant students 
will be trained to clean teeth un- 
der the dental officer's super- 
vision. They will learn advanced 
dental X-ray procedures and other 
more advznced techniques to en- 
able them to assist the dental of- 
ficer.

EN PREVENTIVE MEDICINE, 
the advanced students will study 
legal aspects of preventive medi- 
cine, public health aspects of mili- 
tary government, laboratory pro- 
cedures and safety — precautions, 
microbiology, epidemiology, in- 
dustrizl hygiene, mechanics of 
water supply and _ treatment, 
formulae mathematics, and ento- 
mology. Much field work is 
planned. 

Emphasis in the course for food 
inspection technicians will be to 
determine the wholesomeness of 
food stuffs. Graduates will operate 
with a minimum of supervision. 
Included im the course will be the 
extablishment of sanitation facili- 
ties: laboratory procedures such 
as the microbiology of foods, and 
tne effects of chemicals, biological 
agents, and radioactivity on food 
animals; inspection of animals (2t 
overseas facilities).

Biggest Airborne Exercise 
At Sill Marred by Injuries 


FORT SILL, Okla. — A stirring 
spectacle of airborne might un- 
folded in clear blue skies above 
Sill’s Punchbowl! last week as 300 
paratroopers, fromthe famed 82d 
Abn. Div. f out of 10 C-119 fly- 
ing boxcars in the biggest airborne 
exercise in the long history of this 
artillery training center. 

An estimated 8000 artillery stu- 
dents and local citizens were in the 
stands when the planes dropped 
the paratroopers 1200 feet above 
the bowl-shaped drop zone. 

The exercise was conducted for 
the purpose of familiarizing artil- 
lery students with the capabilities 
of Abn. Arty. and Abn. Inf. units 
working together in combined 
arms operations. 


The mass air drop was staged 
by Co. “A”, 504th Abn. Inf. Regt., 
Btry. “A,” 376th Abn. FA Bn., and 
elements of the 82d’s Pathfinder 
platoon.

ALTHOUGH ideal weather con- 
ditions prevailed, the jump. was 
marred by several injuries, uncom- 
mon for an airberne operation of 
this size. Ordinarily, paratroopers 
sustain very few injuries, and usual- 
ly less than one out of every 200 
men ts injured as a result of jump- 
ing. 

Evacuation of injured personnel 
from the DZ delayed heavy equip- 
ment drops that were scheduled to 
take place 15 minutes after the 
troopers cleared the. jump zone. 
Extended delays and continued fuel 
consumption by the planes already 
in the air finally forced cancella- 
tion of the cargo runs. 

A C-124 Globemaster, the Air 
Force’s giant cargo and troop car- 
rier, was able to drop seven loads 
of supplies and equipment inthe 
operation's only resupply mission. 


THE MOST serious ‘oka oc- 
curred when one man’s parachute 
developed a partial malfunction.

SINCE the primary mission of 
the 548th AAA Bn. (75-mm Gun) 
is to supply antiairereft defenses 
against high-speed, low # ing aerial 
targets, the unit’s weapons are 
spread all over the area they are 
defending. Such tactics present 
problems most units seldom have 
to face, complicated by weather. 

With weapons manned 24 hours 
a day, seven days a week, simple 
necessities such as the serving of 
palatable food to men on the site 
became a logistic nightmare. Some 
»f the gun sites, over an hour’s driv- 
ing time from the’ unit’s consoli- 
dated mess, required special at- 
tention. Neither bringing the men 
into the mess hall for meals nor 
having the food transported to the 
site proved to be satisfactory. In 
bad weather, C rations were fre- 
quent. The problem was selved by 
establishing battery command posts 
close to the gun sites so that mess- 
ing facilities are now no more‘than 
five minutes from any gun site. 

Similar action was taken to solve 
other problems. These included on- 
site living conditions, the road net 
to the gun sites, motor maintenance 
facilities and access to on-base 
recreational activities.

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Class Resembles Playroom 


FORT BELVOIR, Va— 
The Army’s youngest. soldiers 
are living in a_ sehoolboy’s 
dream-world of miniature 
tractors, caterpillars, graders, 
steam shovels and other earth- 
moving equipment at The En- 
gineer Center here. 

The tall young men _ towering 
among the replicas of this “play- 
room” floor are not there for 
games; they are learning space 
allocation for Engineer equipment 
in a parts supply course being giv- 
en Engineer specialists ag a part 
of their Armed Forces Reserve 
Act training. 

Army Reservists and National 
Guardsmen, these 17 to 18-and-a- 
half-year olds, will serve six 
mohths on active duty, then return 
to their home unit as engineer 
specialists for the remaining 
seven-and-a-half years of military 
obligation. 

Should they .be called upon to 
use their specialty in event of war, 
the young soldiers will depend 
upon lessons learned here in min- 
jiature. 

> + > 

A SCALED warehouse floor plan 
is used to show how the engineer- 
ing equipment should be placed in 
an organized stockpile area. A de- 
tailed shipping section complete 
with scales, conveyors and pack- 
ing areas gives a clear picture of 
required space in that area. 

In the Department of Engineer- 
ing, a 30-foot by 14foot river 
model is used to illustrate place- 
ment of different types of floating 
bridges. Replicas of all types of 
field bridges span a stream four 
inches deep and six feet wide. 

In addition to these floating 
bridges, the soldiers work with 
replica models of infantry support 
rafts, footbridges, bridge’ erection 
boats, work boats and powered as- 
sault boats. 

While this classroom activity 
looks more like play than work, 
there’s a good reason for this form 
of explanation, as one of the in- 
structors here said. 

“It’s the best way we have found 
to give soldier-students an over- 
all picture of our activities within 
the confines of the classroom.”

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ACTION — the very word itself 
denotes excitement and gets your 
immediate attention. 

Pictures with action in them ere 
known in the trade as “impact” 
shots; They speak ‘for themselves 
and have a strong dramatic impact 
that is very désirable ==" * 

Lots of photographers -have the 
mistaken idea that to shoot action 
they need fancy ——- with 
fantastically high shutter speeds, 
but they couldn’t’ be farther away 
from the facts. 

It is technically possible to 
stop photographically 
that moves, but many times it’s 
better to keep some blur in the 
shot to heighten the feeling of 
motion, 


There is still another tech- 
nique of shooting action and that 
is to catch the motion at its 
peak. All of this means that the 
photographer has several choic- 
es, but what’s more important, 
he can get by without an ex- 
tremely fast shutter. s 
Let’s talk about blur first since 

that is getting to a very popular 
method of conveying action. You 
can blur-the background or else 
have part of the subject a bit 
fuzzy to show movement. To give 
the background movement .“pan” 
with the subject which will then 
be stopped while the background 
will look like it has moved right 
past it: If you want the subject 
to appear moving then shoot at a 
slow shutter speed and the mo- 
tion will do the work. 

‘Peak action,” is a bit more 
difficult to shoot since it requires 
practice and good reflexes, but it 
is lots of fun and worth trying. 
You take these pictures at their 
“peak” and thet’s the tough part. 

Every action hes its peak, but 
knowing when it is requires 
patience and study. It is espe 
cially helpful in sports and if you 
watch the athletes closely you 
will see when they reach their 
top, and this short “peak” is when 
you shoot. If you catch them at 
the right moment you cen do it 
with slow shutter speeds since 
they are momentarily frozen. 

If you want to stop all th 

action, even that can be done 





set at 1/500 sec, will stop most 
human action, just as, cold as 
yesterday’s pancakes. In most 
instances you can get by at 
1/250 of a second, and if the 
rangle of the action is. “right” 
you probably ‘can get by at a 

1/100 sec. 

There are two big things that 
determine what speed you need to 
stop movement, 1. Distance, 2 
Angle of the movement. 

Subjects..Coming towards the 
camera can be stopped with rel- 
atively low shutter speeds, since 
they are “with the grain of the 
film.” Things moving at right 
angle to the film .are “going 
across the grain” and thus require 
higher speeds. 

Distande of the :subject from 
the camera is extremely impor- 
tant and can be best illustrated 
by an everyday occurrence. We 
often look up in the skies and see 
a 600 mile per hour jet, just ap- 
pear to be moving. As long as the 
plane is high, it gives this a 
pearance of slowness, yet let t 
plane fly down low to the ground 
and it. looks like a blur. What 
your eye sees, is exactly the way 
the camera operates. 

There is a formula on shutter 
speed and distance that says, 
“double the distance, and ‘cut the 
shutter speed in half.” 

It will take practice and some 
disappointments, but once you 
master the shooting of action you 


won’t be satisfied with stiff “snap-} 


shot” poses.

They found the agents during an 
outbreak in soldiers at Fort Leon- 
ard Wood, Missouri.

These vir- 
uses do not cause the ordinary com- 
mon cold, however. 

Prevention of respiratory dis- 
eases is of great importance to the 
armed forces. Respiratory infection 
viruses cause more than half of all 
the hospitalized cases of respiratory 
disease in military recruit camps. 

At Fort Dix, roughly 20 percent 
of all the men who train during the 
winter are hospitalized because of 
this illness.

-Reg Change Hits Retirement 
Chances of Younger Offi cers 


WASHINGTON.—Change 3 to AR 135-215, just out, is going to: be a body- blow to’ 
younger officers on active duty’who have a lot of

rve service. This change says that 


Reserve officers on active duty. will come under section 327 of the Reserve Officers Person- 
nel Act of 1954, beginning July 1, 1960. 


Under this provision of the law, 
Reserve officers will be eliminated 
from active duty, and from fur- 
ther participation in the Ready 
Reserve, at a rather young age. 
Some will be able to qualify for 
immediate retirement on the basis 
of 20 years of active duty, 10 of 
which will have been served as a 
commissioned officer. 

Others will not. Nor will they 
have the minimum of 18 years of 
active duty in order to be retained 
so as to complete the minimum of 
20 years. 

It is true that they can enlist 
and serve the balance required to 
make the 20 years. But unless they 
have Reserve officer status during 
the enlisted period or when they 

. Voluntarily make application for 
retirement on the basis of 20 years 
of AD, they cannot be retired 
as officers. 

If, of the 20 years of AD, less 
than 10 are served on AD as an 
officer, the individual cannot be 
retired immediately as an officer. 
If he retires on 20 years he must 
serve 10 additional years in the 
retired list before he may be ad- 
vanced on the retired list to com- 
missioned officer retired status. 
There now exist certain additional 
requirement$ even for this. 

Basically, this active duty as a 
commissioned officer must have 
been served before June 30, 1946. 
Now pending in Congress is a 
measure that would eliminate the 
date of June 30, 1946. 

But if the officer is eliminated 
from AD on July 1, 1960 (based 
on Change 3 of AR 135-215), he is 
also eliminated from further par- 
ticipation with the Ready. Reserve. 
Thus, he will not be able to con- 
finue earning retirement — points 
‘under Title III of PL 810. 

We have talked to several of- 
ficers how on AD who have studied 
this new change to the regulations 
as it will act in their cases. These 
officers will be “out” at age 48 
to 50 with only 17 years of active 








duty. The complete enforcement 
of the new change will disqualify 
them from any retirement, unless 
they serve the last three years 
required, in the status of enlisted 
men on active duty. \ 

Section 327 of “ROPA” states 
that in the cases of first lieuten- 
ant, captain, major, or lieutenant 
colonel, officer will be eliminated 
after they have completed 28 years 
of service. 

In the cases of major general, 

brigadier general, and colonel, of- 
ficers will be eliminated after com- 
pletion of 35, 30 and 30 total years 
of service or the fifth anniversary 
of the date of appointment in 
grade in which serving on July i, 
1960. 
The inclusion of “total” years of 
service, means that the computa- 
tion of time will include any serv- 
ice that may have been performed 
as enlisted men on active and in- 
active duty status. 

Looks like July 1, 1960 is going 
to be a bad “date” for many of our 
younger Reserve officers, Of 
course, there is always the possi- 
bility of Congress taking action 
before that date to eliminate “327” 
from the law. 


Cadet Credit 


Graduates of West Point who 
began their cadet service after 
1912 have never received longevity 
for pay purposes for the four years 
spent at the academy. During the 
intervening years efforts have 
been made to have Congress re- 
store this benefit. Nothing ever 
happened. 

Last year, this column reopened 
the fight. With the support of the 
Retired Officers Association, the 
fight was aggressively pressed. It 
now looks as if success may be 
just around the corner, so to speak.

Colleges Seek Math ie 


Seg spe and universities are experiencing a serious shortage of mathematics teachers 
today and this shortage will grow more acute in the years ahead as enrollments leap 


upward as the increased number of children born in the 1940s reach college age. 


enrollments are now increasing 
and are expected to double by 
1965. The regular training pro- 
grams of the graduate schools will 
not produce all the -teachers 
needed and additional ones must 
be found. 

Each year many officers retire 
from the armed services at early 
ages and seek positions where they 
can be active, useful and sup 
ment their retirement pay.

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Servicemen to Spend 
$450 Million in ‘56

WASHINGTON. — If most GI 


thought could be focused on one 


point at this season, it would more than likely rest on the universal 
question of where and how am I going to spend my leave, or in civilian 


parlance my holiday or vacation? 

Now, the little 
word “spend” is 
a ty one 
when applied to 
tthe outlay of 
the Military on 
their respites 
from land, air 
and sea chores. 
When applied 
to she romney 
expenditure for 
MR, SMITH 30-day fur- 
loughs it amounts to something 
Hollywood would call. “super-co- 
lossal.” 

If our estimates are somewhere 
nearly correct, and students of 
Military travel tell us they are, 
the members of the Armed Serv- 
ices and their families will spend 
around $450 million on vacations 
on the North American Continent 
this year, 

How we arrived at the figure is 
quite simple. First, we assume 
that approximately 2,000,000 mem- 
bers of the Services in tlie States 
will be taking their 30-day annual 
leaves. Another 500,000 members 
of their households will join them. 

Figuring that each one spends 
an average of $200 during his 
month off, we got $400,000,000. 
Then we added another 50 million 
as the approximate vacation outlay 
for dependents. Total; $450,000,000. 

Like everybody else, the Serv- 
icemen, the soldiers, sailors, Ma- 
rines, Coast Guardsmen and the 
female members of the various 
Military organizations, prefer those 
balmy months between March and 
December for their holidays. 

So right now about everybody is 
in a vacation quandry. Reason is 
that this summer of 1956 is what 
may be called the time of “the 
Great Dispersion.” Everyone, every 
race, class, age and sex seems to 
be involved in the great and com- 
plex movement, 

The American Express Co..travel 
surveys tell us that at least 5,000,- 
000 Americans will travel abroad. 
The National Association of Travel 
Organizations tells us that 60,000,- 
000 Americans will take to the 
road. 

To complicate matters, a million 
foreigners are expected to 
our shores. And while the Wi 
Indies, Mexico amd Canada have 
providing large outlets for 











vacation travel, the accommoda- 
tion market will be tight from now 
a the autumn leaves begin to 
all. 

The interim story will be a brief 
but sad one written in these simple 
words: “Reservation Requested” 
and “Sorry, No Vacancies.” Prices 
generally will be about the same, 
despite the addition of millions of 
dollars worth of new hotel, motel 
and resort property. 


One great advantage of Services 
in the vacation scheme of things, 
however, is that the greatest con- 
centration of personnel is near the 
great seaside and mountain vaca- 
tion regions of the country. 

There is hardly a post, base or 
camp in the entire United States 
that is not within easy access to a 
public or private recreational or 
sports center. And all of the large 
installations seem to be next door 
to one or more of the popular mass 
resorts. 

So popular is the Military in 
most of the major “playlands,” “va- 
cation lands,” “Rivieras,” and the 
like, that their trade alone would 
keep most of the resortmen busy. 

Glancing over the vast U. S. 
vacation scene from the pines of 
Maine to the Palms of Florida, 
Boston Harbor to San Francisco 
Bay, from Puget Sound to the Mis- 
Sissippi Delta, one finds a close 
relationship between the Services 
and the resorts, large and small. 
Reviewing the regions we find:

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Pan Am Proposes 
New Low Fares 
For O’seas Trip 


NEW YORK, N. Y. — A program 
for a new-low fare overseas air 
service, which would cut the cost 
of a New York-Paris round trip by 
$100 if adopted, has been proposed 
by Juan T. Trippe, President of 
Pan American World Airways. The 
new fares would be 15 to 20 percent 
less than the present tourist fares, 
and 40 to 50 percent below present 
first-class fares. 

The new low-fare service would 
be operated in pressurized high- 
speed Clippers with the same ex- 
perienced flight crews and the 
same standards of safety and 
dependability as on Pan American's 
first-class service. 

New seat designs, however, 
would provide an acceptable degree 
of comfort although spaced only 34 
inches apart. Galleys would be 
reduced in size.

A very active Civil Defense pro- 
gram is in operation.

IDENTIFICATION CARDS, 
PASSES AND LICENSES . 

The first step is to Rave at least 
six pictures taken, size 1% by 1%.

7-Year-Old Hot Rodder 
Whizzes About at 15 MPH 


FORT BUCHANAN, P. R.—The 
youngest “hot rodder” in Puerto 
Rico is a seven-year-old blonde 
with a pony-tail hairdo who drives 
a red racer built entirely by her 
father, Capt. William C. Kaluf. ' 

Christie’s re ee engine-powered 
auto is far beyond the pedal or 
battery-pow: models of most 
second graders. She whizzes around 
Fort Buchanan at 15 miles per hour 
in a six-foot-long, one woman car 
equipped with “hydromatic drive.” 

Her ingenious’ father, a “do-it- 
yourselfer” long before the term 
was invented, adapted the two-four 
horsepower engine of a power 
lawn edging tool to, propel the 
racer. ‘ 

The engine, which uses gasoline 
at the rate of 20 miles to the quart, 
is mounted in the rear of the fiber- 
glass-on-wood body. A long lever 
outside the brown leather-lined 
cockpit controls the brake and the 
forward speed, which can be varied 
up to a 15-mile-per-hour maximum. 

Christie has been thoroughly 
briefed on safe driving and like 
adult drivers, obeys all the traffic 
rules in the area of the post where 
she is permitted to travel. 

‘Building the car for Christie has 
been the latest spare-time project 
of Capt. Kaluf, who is supply and

only $40 and 375 hours of the cap- 
tain’s work, in addition to sleuth- 





The junk yards yielded the steer- 
ing wheel and column of a small 
British car for the little vehicle, 
two jeep propeller. shafts which 
were welded together to form the 
front axle, and the brake drum. 


Two-inch angle iron forms the 
chassis which has a six-foot wheel 
base and a 36-inch tread. The 12- 
inch wheels have semi-pneumatic 
tires. The body is built of hun- 
dreds of 3/16 or % inch slats of 
wood, much like the skeleton of a 
model airplane, and covered with 
fiberglass. 

A fly ball governor controls the 
engine, opening it automatically 
when the control lever is pushed 
forward. Pulling the same lever 
back applies the brake which is 
mounted on the drive shaft, just 
like the Model T Ford. The cap- 
tain designed the springs which are 
attached to each wheel, and had 
them forged at a small metal-work- 
ing shop. 

The basic idea for the car, says 
the captain, came from a Popular 
Science magazine article, but in 
building it, he had to improvise and 
design most of it on his own. The 
officer has long been familiar with 
the innards of car motors, having 
himself overhauled many of the 18 
cars he’s owned at one time or 
another in his life. 

His penchant for doing it hini- 
self has also led him to —— 
a suit of sails for the 17-foot isla 
knockabout boat he recently ac- 
quired, and building a tri-level 
doll house for Christie.

Captain Gets 2 Moray Eels 
In Same Puerto Rican Spot 


FORT BROOKE, P. ®.—The long | 
arm of coincidence hag led Capt. 
Austin J. Yerks Jr. to capture two | 
five-foot moray eels in the same 
spot within three months. 

The captain, who is Assistant 
Professor of Military Science and 
Tactics at the University of Puerto 
Rico during duty hours, speared 
both his slippery catches on a rocky 
reef off Punta Salinas, the first last 
January and the second last week. 
Both weighed 26 pounds, and the 
second was one inch longer than 
the first, a five. footer. 

The captain and his spear-fish- 
ing companion, Col. Ramon Nadal, 
Professor of Military Science and 
Tactics at the University of Puerto 
Rico, have perfected a method of 
capturing a moray. One end of a 
coil of half-inch Manila rope is 
secured to the colonel’s 14-foot 
boat, the other attached to the trig- 
ger of the underwater gun. The 
rubber-band propelled spear is then 
sent thru the skull of the moray. 

The most difficult part of the 
operation, according to the captain, 





is getting the injured eel out of its 
lair without removing the spear- 
head from its body. He managed eel 
number one by levering the spear 
against the side of the entrance of 
the critter’s cave, and the eel 
promptly whipped out and ex- 
ploded in the officer’s face. 

The captain made double quick 
time back to the boat, which the 
fishermen found, was being towed 
about by the eel. 

Hauling in the line, Col. Nadal 
got off a shot which dispatched the 
moral, and the triumphant pair 
carefully towed their prize to the 
beach. 

Capt. Yerks has been an ardent 
spearfisherman for the three and 
a half years he’s been stationed in 
Puerto Rico. His biggest under- 
water catch was a 25-pound red 
snapper, but he’s also proud of 
bagging a 20-pound fish. 

He leaves soon for a new assign- 
ment at Fort Leavenworth, Kans., 
where he mourns, there’s no under- 
water fishing at all. -

DEAN of the new school is Ist 
Lt. Robert N. Magnuson, an ath- 
letic, stubble-haired Gonzaga Uni- 
versity graduate who can whip 
through the intricacies of his sub- 
ject faster than a groundling can 
say “aerial reconnaissance.” Mag- 
nuson virtually wrote the book for 
the ‘new course, drawing on the 
Korean experience of fellow 2d Inf. 
Div. pilots and his own two years 
in Army aviation to build an 11- 
hour course into 78 intensive hours 
of ground school study topped by 
20 hours of flying. 

The school’s freshmen have some 
background in reconnaissance, 
either as artillery forward observ: 
ers or as members of operations 
and intelligence sections. About 
half are officers, the rest senior 


NCOs. For three weeks, they polish 


up on map reading, reconnaissance 
principles, and artillery. fire con- 
trol. Navigation, from dead reckon- 
ing pilotage to radio control ‘sys- 
tems, and the identification of for- 
eign equipment, are learned from 
the ground up. 

All of this, plus 15 missions in 
L-19 planes, says Magnuson, pro- 
duces an observer able to fly over 
an area and in minutes come back 
with a detailed report for his unit 
commander to use in planning an 


attack or maneuver.

“New roads and other construc- 
tion are always showing up,” Mag- 
nuson comments, “while a lot of 
the old landmarks have disap- 
peared.” 

Two ‘hours of night reconnais- 
sance are‘ scheduled for each stu- 
dent. A frequent task is to map the 
revised length of Highway 99 after 
dark. 

According to the 2d Div. and post 
pilots who shuttle the observers 
back and forth, the moonlight mis- 
sions are no more difficult than 
flying on dim, cloudy days.

AERIAL OBSERVATION is sup- 
plement to ground patrolling that 
commanders are making increased 
use of, Magnuson explains. 

“It’s several times as fast and 
provides the overall view that the 
men on foot can’t get. That leaves 
them free to explore ‘specific ob- 
jectives.” 

Another advantage of the up- 


stairs spotter is his ability to circle 
his target until it is outlined against 
a complementary. background.

light batteries he had stored away | 


in the ice March 31, 1945. He 
found them to be in good working 
condition. With them he brought 
back a still workable radio that 
had been there since 1947. 

One Sunday, for want of a des- 
sert for dinner, some of Waite’s 
men came up with some home-made 
ice-cream. With the contents of 
an old tin of cocoa and some pow- 
dered cream, the freezing job was 
accomplished in no time. 

Waite and his men enjoyed big 
Christmas dinners aboard ship. On 
the Navy ship Greenville Victory, 
the menu started off with jumbo 
shrimp cocktail, and included tur- 
key, fresh vegetables and fruits 
from Néw Zealand, and a choice 
of desserts. 

Waite wrote 239 letters-bearing 
the “Operation Deepfreeze Expedi- 
tion, Little America, postmark, but 
he has since learned they will not 
go out until the next mail—Janu- 
ary, 1957. 


EACH OF Waite’s men had in- 
dividual responsibilities in their 
research work. Jorgensen, a geaqlo- 
gist, also acted as Waite’s admin- 
istrative assistant. Fegley was in 
charge of Army “weasels,” power 
units and other major operations. 
Christopher was responsible for all 
Signal Corps instruments; Handy 
handled microwave engineering 


operations, and Mallon was in 
charge of multi-channel radio 
equipment. 


During their stops in New Zea- 
land and Australia, members of the 
expedition were given royal wel- 
comes. Waite spoke before some 
Signal Corps groups. The Amer- 
icans also received much news- 
paper and magazine coverage, both 

text and pictures. Waite brought 
back with him hundreds of photo- 
graphs of the trip.

Soon, 
he had a kind of department store 
of stamps, many small displays, 
but nothing he could really call a 
collection. 

The sergeant’s unhappiness with 
the hobby stems from a fault com- 
mon to newcomers to stamp collect- 
ing. Working without an objective, 
he rushed to amass a huge quantity 
of stamps without regard to variety 
or quality, Now, after a few weeks 
and many dollars, he is back at the 


Asvsoon as he starts in a hobby, 
Fae x aged should select a general 
field- it worldwide, U. S., or 
some country. He should then limit 
himself to stamps of that area, con- 
centrating on regular postage, air- 
mails, blocks or first day covers. 

When buying foreign stamps 
the smart newcomer buys the 
largest package he can afford. 
This gives him a fair start into 
the stamps of ene country and 
prevents piling up a lot of dupli- 
cates produced by buying first 
small packets and then working 
up to the larger ones. 

The need for an objective con- 
tinues into the way stamps are 
handled by the collector. If the aim 
is to have only one of each stamp, 
then the duplicates must be sorted 
and catalogued so they will be 
available for trading. The man who 
keeps his duplicates in unsorted 
fashion in a large box has little of 
interest to offer fellow collectors.

FORT BLISS, Tex. —The 
Southwest’s leading collection 
of United. States military 
rifles has been placed on ex- 


hibit at the Fort Bliss Replica | 


Museum. 

“A representative model of 
every important development in 
the history of American long arms 
is included in the collection,” says 
PFC Norman Axelrad, Replica His- 
torian.. “In the South, it is sur- 
passed ‘only by the Chicamauga 
Park (Ga,) collection.”

history of American military arms +

estimated at $4000.

Oldest weapon in the collection 


is an 1808 flintlock considered one 


of the first American production 
models. This .69 caliber musket 
was patterned after the French

War fame and fabricated at the 
first national armory in Spring- 
field. 

One of the first weapons to de- 
part from the centuries-old muzzle- 
loading system is part of the dis- 
play. The U. S, Flintlock Breech- 
Loading Hall rifle model 1819 was 
among the first 1000 breech-loaders 
manufaetured in America. It failed 
to gain wide acceptance due to the 
considerable gas leakage at the 
breech, which flustered the firer. 

Advent of the percussion 
system in military long arms is 
represented by the Springfield 
model 1835. In this conversion 
model a cap of mercury fulminate 
struck by @ hammer replaced the 
traditional and cumbersome flint- 
lock mechanism. By the time of 
the Mexican War in 1841, the 
Army had formally adopted the 
percussion system.

SAN FRANCISCO—Russia’s an- 
nounced demobilization of 1,200,- 
000 troops means nothing without 
an arms inspection plan, Gen. Wil- 
liston D. Palmer, Army vice chief 
of staff, said this week.
